The recent aacrifice of the only reoDiaiolDg ahade tree 
00 the Eaplanade waa an inexcueable blunder that onder 




the moat favorable condition! will require fifteen yeara to 
correct< 

Before the dcHtructinu of this tree I made a proposition 
tu the Chairman of the Internal Improvement Committee 
that if the oarbing of the Eaplanade waa left atanding 
I would contribute $100 toward beautifying that apot. 

I now renew that propoaition, and deaire it made of 
record, apoa the aole condition that the city anthorities 
place a substantial concrete curbing across the width of 
tbirty-foor feet and the length of the old Eaplanade, 
leaving the inoloaed groaad perfectly open, the Fbnntain 
to remain where it now is. Thi'*, I arn pernuaded, will 
coat much lese than concreting and bricking the aurfac«; 
and bnrelya taw atately tree* and flowering plants will 
be more pleaaiog to the sight and accord more with civic 
pride than a hare atreet reflecting the hot rays of the sun. 
Besides, if my suggestion is adopted it will stop all pro- 
CMdinga of property-owners for the reclamation of the 
aeventeen fMt on either side of the street, which bow 
promisea the city an interminable lawsuit. 

I will be glad to bear some expraeaiooa aa to my plan; 
and if no considerable numlier favor it, I will let the 
matter drop. But for the beauty and glory of the good 
old town, and tor the benaflt of tboM who will make it 
their home in the future, I hope the city authorities will 
recognize the importance of preserving the only breathing 
spiwe that ramaias la the ooagasted district. 

Meanwhile, please look at the photograph of Budapest 
in the window of The Ladfar Frintery, and see what a 
charm tba "aaiall parkwaya" land to the most baaatifol 
oity in OootiaaBtal Barope.
